All of us have been held 
enthralled in some pictured book that told the story of a hero: from Jack-the-Giant- 
Killer through Robin Hood to Cyrano de Bergerac, we have worshipped fiction heroes 
for their brave hearts, courageous battles, and mighty triumphs in achievement, . 

Thus in the land of books and make-believe we have often paid tribute to the great- 
ness of a character ; and, yet, in our own vital world, we are often blind to the heroism 
of one in our midst, and too often heedless to a true tale of bravery that rings about us. 
There are many stories of great lives whose efforts and accomplishments are far nobler 
and far braver than those of fiction: and such is the story of Emory M. Wilson. Because 
it tells of a great life, inspiring in its achievement, and because it vitally concerns Cen- 
tral, both the building and its spirit, it is a story that every Centralite should know and 
cherish. 

We are all very proud of our great building on its beautiful hill, overlooking all 
of Washington. We have loved the beauty of the green terraces, the spacious grounds. 
We have enjoyed the vast stadium which would make any college proud, the stage, the 
auditorium, the laboratories, the workshops,the library, the wide corridors, the bright, 
sunny classrooms. We have a modern school of unusual beauty and splendid equip- 
ment, and every discerning student is justly proud. In the busy life of our four-years’ 
sojourn, however, the building is often taken as a matter of course; and too often the 
appreciation of the man who gave it to us and future Centralites is forgotten. 

Mr. Wilson was once a Central boy; he was a member of the class of 1889—per- 
haps our Central spirit had something to do with the life of achievement which started 
with an active high school career. When he graduated he won the competitive scholar- 
ship to Cornell, and after obtaining his degree and teaching at Ithaca for a year he 
returned to Washington as a teacher of history at Eastern. Then, in 1897, Central was 
very fortunate in gaining him on the faculty. He soon became head of the History 
Department, and his exceptional work and ability were recognized in 1902 when he be- 
came principal. 

From that time Mr. Wilson devoted his time, his work, and even—at the end—his 
life in the interest of Central. Our school then was a small building on “‘O”’ Street; the 
only point of resemblance to our new school was its spirit, which has always been the 
same. Who knows but that it was the need of a building to match the spirit that 
first gave to Mr. Wilson his dream? For a dream it was—his dream: the vision of a 
new and spacious building, and it was toward the fulfillment of it that he worked until 
the end of his life. He spent hours—days, even—at the Capitol, working with others to 
have Congress pass the appropriation bill for the building. And after the money was 
secured, Mr. Wilson personally planned the construction of many of the lovely parts

This seems not the casual good-bye of associates of four hurried years, but 


the last farewell of friends of a lifetime. i . 
“‘T do not know whether to pity or to congratulate you. You will never now the 
joy of the new school, but you have known all the glory of the old. The memories of 


more than a third of a century are yours—the achievements of the splendid army of girls 


and boys who have made Central’s history are your heritage. ; 
“And so it does not seem the time for words—just a handelasp and a high resolve 


that we will keep hallowed the best traditions of old Central and, if a lump comes to 
our throats and a tear to our eyes, we at least will understand.’’ 

From this message it is easy to understand that the girls and boys loved ‘‘Ep,”’ 
as he was affectionately called—how they loved him! And the qualities of greatness 
that Mr. Wilson personified drew respect and admiration from all of his associates. In 
the Memorial Issue of the Brecky, Miss Orr expressed the feeling of the men and women 
who had worked with him, in a little poem that speaks eloquently of a great soul: 


A judgment ever swift, and sound, and keen ; 
Deep sympathies—an understanding heart ; 
Humor that set a-glow the day’s routine; 
Vision, to fit each narrow, petty part 
Into a rounded, satisfying whole; 
Courage to fight, and courage to endure— 
A leader, with a great and kindly soul; 
An influence lasting, purposeful, and pure. 


It was these qualities that an entire school loved, admired, and respected; and in 
1920, after he had lived to witness the graduation of three classes from the new school, 
the death of Mr. Wilson, as a result of overwork and strain, closed the story of a great 
life; its memory, however, could not be dimmed. His spirit of service, his gift of vision, 
and his courage will be remembered as long as Central stands. S 


It is impossible to be grateful for our building without feeling ap- 
preciation for the work of Mr. Wilson.

1E Armory, during the day, is no place for a lady. On those happy Friday 
and Saturday nights when couples whirl and waltz within its flag-draped 
walls, girls are not only welcome but essential. On school days, however, it’s 
a different matter.

F ebruary Class History 


S WE, the mid-year class of 1927, think back over the four years which we have 

Ave here at Central, certain incidents loom larger in our minds than others. 

The first, and perhaps the most noteworthy, is the fact that when we entered, 

except for a hearty speech from Mr. Maurer, we received no weleome from the school. 
Instead ‘‘we softly entered the great portals and silently took our places.”’ 


Dimly, in the minds of many, can we picture the night we saw ‘‘our’? first Spring 
Play. We remember what a sensation it gave us to know that we were fellow students 
with those actors and how delighted we were when the critics agreed with us and 
presented the Dramatie Association with the Brown Cup. 


Later in the semester, we participated in the dedication of our stadium to Emory 
M. Wilson, for many years the principal of Central. Though we never knew Mr. Wilson, 
we were assured that he had been an all-round Centralite and true friend, and so we 
went into the ceremony with great zeal. 


At the beginning of our second semester, we bade farewell to Mr. Maurer and 
warmly welcomed Mr. Kramer. During the following year, we were successful both in 
baseball and, for the first time in six years, in the Competitive Drill. 


Our junior year was heralded by the resignation of Mr. Kramer and the selection of 
Mr. Miller as his successor. 


Encouraged by the winning of the football championship in 1925, we began a 
“Banner Year’’ for the school. The object was to place Central on a lofty height of 
achievement, through hard work intermingled with the proper spirit; all this to bring 
to her glory and high honors. 


Inspired by the success of the football team, the basketball team tied with Eastern 
for the championship. Later in the Competitive Drill, first (1st) and third (3d) places 
fell to our lot. 


Along scholastic lines, two scholarships from George Washington University, one 
from Harvard, one from Wesleyan, and one from Swarthmore were presented to Central 
students at the close of school last June. Honorable mention should also be given to 
the Dramatic Association for ‘‘The Bluebird,’’ the 1926 Spring Play. It was a 
stupendous undertaking and, though it did not bring us the Brown Cup, we appreciate 
the effort and regard it as one of Central’s masterpieces in drama. 


While we are reviewing the accomplishments of the school, we should not fail to 
take a personal retrospect of the four years which we have so profitably and enjoyably 
spent here. We have steeped ourselves with memories of the many happy hours spent 
in joyous and carefree camaraderie, and tonight, as we realize that the class meets 
only once more in a body, a sudden fear and apprehension for the future steal over us 
as we leave these ‘‘happy hunting grounds.”’ 

So, as we are about to attain the goal for which we have striven these four years, 
we wish to throw our torch to the undergraduates.

A 
kind and watchful mother guards a huge fiock in this 
curiously misplaced home in the stern recesses of 
Central High School. 

Who fulfills this difficult task of mothering about 
one hundred and fifty chicks?

It was in September, 1916, when our new Central was opened to students, that 
Mrs. Young joined the ranks of the faculty body. Our gain was Western’s loss, for 
Mrs. Young had been a teacher at Western since February, 1895. 

Possessing unusual qualities and methods, Mrs. Young has been an outstanding 
character at Central High School. Her ambition and aim has not been to produce so 
many human machines, by having her classes memorize, for instance, page 131 in 
Muzzy’s American History, but by springing questions not in the books, she has en- 
deavored to develop the brain power of her students and to help them reason out 
ordinary every-day questions connected with the subjects. 

It has been said that Mrs. Young’s classroom has been the home of the orators. 
It is true that excellent practice in this line has been available to all of Mrs. Young’s 
large family. Every person who has a single word to say in any of her classes must 
go to the front of the room to speak; furthermore, once a week her classes give talks 
on current topics. These talks are given without notes, and in time everyone is able to 
speak fluently. On current topie days, parliamentary procedure is used. 

High trust is placed by Mrs. Young in her students, because she is one of the 
few teachers who uses the honor system. Her pupils are permitted to correct their own 
test papers. This method has proved a very successful one in Mrs. Young’s classes, 
and has been found an important factor in developing character. 

“Tt is discourteous to disregard the teacher’s request for non-communication.’’ 
This sentence, originated by Mrs. Young) is well known throughout the school. Culprits 
caught talking are forced to write this sentence on the blackboard a number of times. 
Mrs. Young has discovered that in time this punishment is a sure cure for talking. 

Now the time has come when Mrs. Ycung’s work in producing good citizens has 
come toa close. After years of teaching, she has become a member of the June Gradu- 
ating Class of 1927. Every minute of her teaching career has been a pleasant one, 
according to Mrs. Young. She goes so far as to say that she has even enjoyed scolding 
her classes. Although Mrs. Young is retiring, she plans to lead a very active life in 
the future. She has been contemplating several interesting things to do next year. 

It is not often that a graduating class has the privilege of having such a wonderful 
character as Mrs. Young in its midst. We, of the June Graduating Class of 1927, 
extend to her the right hand of fellowship and solemnly promise always to keep the 
memory of our classmate and friend.
